to ask for bombing halt 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T heD em ocrats, 
who clucked Vietnam in a televised re­ 
port to the nation Sunday, came face to 
face with it today in a top-level policy 
meeting. 
The party’s National Policy Council, a 
60-member panel headedby form er Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey, met to 
deal with a recommendation the party 
call on President Nixon to pull all U.S. 
troops out of the war in 18 months. 
A decision on the suggestion was not 
expected to be released until Tuesday 
night. The war policy recommendation, 
made by a committee headed by form er 
P aris negotiator Averell W. Harriman, 
said withdrawal of U.S. troops should de­ 
pend only "on the interest and policy of 
the United States” — not on the level 
of fighting, Vietnamization or anything 
else. 
It 
said it saw 
no reason why this 
couldn’t be accomplished in 18 months. 
The Vietnam issue, not surprisingly, 
was not mentioned in an hour-long tele­ 
vision program aired on the three net­ 
works Sunday. Tim e for the program was 
donated for a reply to President Nixon’s 
State of the Union m essage, dealth with 
prim e domestic issues — inflation, un­ 
employment, pollution, poverty and urban 
decay. 
And the party put forth its youngest 
and best looking lawm akers to talk to 
people in a superm arket, an abandoned 
housing project, an outdoor coffee shop 
and a smog - covered valley. The people 
interviewed blam ed the Nixon adminis­ 
tration for the problem s. 
Republicans said the problem s they 
were talking about were left over from 
D em ocratic 
days. 
Rep. Bob Wilson, 
chairm an of the GOP Congressional 
Com mittee, said "The D em ocrats pin­ 
pointed many of the problem s facing the 
country on their television show - re si­ 
dual problem s left over from eight years 
of D em ocratic adm inistrations.” 
The best - known Democratic figures, 
with the exception of Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine, were not shown or were 


relegated to minor roles. The stars were 
attractive newcomers like Reps. Patsy 
Mink, D-Hawaii, and William Clay, D- 
Mo., or candidates facing tough re-elec­ 
tion contests, like Sens. Albert Gore, 
D-Tenn., and Ralph Yarborough, D-Tex.

First witness 
claims was

FT. BENNING, Ga. (UPI) - The staff 
judge advocate of the U.S. Army Infan­ 
try Training 
Center here testified to­ 
day that he received no instructions 
from higher military authorities in Wash­ 
ington to recommend that Lt. William L. 
C alley be court - martialed on charges 
of murdering civilians in Vietnam. 
Col. Robert M. Lathrop, the judge 
advocate for Ft. Benning, was the first 
witness called by the Army prosecution 
in its pretrial attempt to rebut the de­ 
fense contention that proceedings against 
Calley were "influenced by directions 
on high,” including the White House. 
No date for the Calley court martial 
has been set. Today’s pretrial hearing 
considered a defense motion to m ism iss 
the charges because "unlawful command 
influence” prevented his getting a fair 
trial in any military court. 
Calley, 26, a dininutive first lieu­ 
tenant of infantry, is accused of the pre­ 
meditated murder of 102 Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians during his company’s sweep of the 
village of My Lai 4 March 16, 1968. 
The military rule of law is that when 
the defense alleges improper command 
influence, the prosecution must try to re­ 
but the charges. 
Lathrop was the first of a series of 
witnesses the Army plans to bring in an 
effort to show that those who processed 
the court - martial here did so indepen­ 
dently of high brass influence. 
The Army prosecutor, Capt. Aubrey 
M. Daniel, asked Lathrop, "At any time 
did you act on instructions from higher 
authorities in Washington?” 
"I did not,” the colonel replied. 
Lathrop testified that after a formal 
investigation of the Calley case was con­ 
ducted here, including questioning of Paul 
Meadlow, a Vietnam veteran who had 
been a member of Calley’s company.

High levels of mercury 


make birds unfit to eat 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
state wildlife official says high 
mercury levels in pheasants- 
like DDT a few years ago-may 
make the birds dangerous to 
eat. 
Eldridge G. Hunt said in a 
report released Sunday that six 
pheasants from the T^le Lake 
area of northeastern California 
were tested and found to have a 
higher level of mercury in their 
system than birds in Alberta, 
Canada, 
which 
closed 
its 
hunting season last year due to 
the pesticide threat. 


The high 
mercury 
levels 
come from treating cereal seed 
grain 
before 
planting. 
The 
pheasants eat the grain 
“ We feel it’s an unhealthy 
situation,’’ Hunt said of the 


high mercury 
levels. 
Seven 
years ago he was the first state 
official to learn that DDT was 
making pheasants dangerous to 
eat. 
The DDT threat now has been 
controlled but Hunt, chief of the 
State Fish and Game Depart­ 
ment’s 
wildlife 
management 
branch, said the tested phea­ 
sants 
contained “ about four 
parts per million’’ of mercury. 
Hunt noted California’s next 
public pheasant season won’t be 
held until next fall, “ so we have 
time to make a more thorough 
investigation ’’ 
He said if a man consumed 
enough mercury in his system 
it could be “ harmful to his 
health’’ because “ it is cumula­ 
tive when stored in various 
tissues”

Rogers said in a dinner toast. 
“We have admired his courage,

statesmanship 
and

leadership. 
“ Morocco’s position on the 
international scene today, both 
in the MaghreS and beyond, is 
a testimony to a wise and 
skillful policy.” 
Rogers disclosed he and the 
Moroccan foreign minister held

Hilton Saturday night 
shortly after his arrival from 
Washington. 
The secretary said they had

Gen. Jaafar El- 
Numeiry of Sudan gave no 
outward signs of the Intensity 
of the effort being made to 
avert further embarrassment 
at the hands of Israel and Its 
air force. 
The five leaders put on a 
show of confidence Sunday by 
calling an informal, Impromptu 
meeting only minutes after the 
50-minute air raid alert, sound­ 
ed as dogfights raged over 
Cairo. 
Later in the evening they 
held a two-hour session, their 
third, and discussed, among 
other things, the recent Soviet 
warning to the Western powers 
against sending more aid to 
Israel. 
One of the tasks involved in 
coordinating the efforts of the 
front-line nations -Egypt, Jor­ 
dan and Syria -against Israel 
involves restoring the authority 
of Egyptian Defense Minister 
Mohammed Fawzi as over-all 
commander of the entire front. 
Arab military officials said 
coordinated timing of air land 
and 
sea operations against 
Israel, something the Arabs 
have lacked in the past, would 
enhance greatly their military 
effectiveness almost at once.

tried to explain to reporters at 
a recent news cmiterence. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s propo­ 
sal last week to adopt a payroll 
withholding system to collect 
state Income taxes in California 
sent fiscal experts and legisla­ 
tors scurrying for their slide 
rules and charts. 
Any 
way 
you 
cut it — 
semantics aside -4he taxpayer 
would have to pony up 60 per 
cent more income tax money 
during 
the 
first 
year 
ol 
withholding. It’s sort of an 
“ Initiative fee” to buy into tbe 
system. 
It’s caused by speeding щ> 
the citizen’s payments so he 
will be paying his tax as he 
earns his income -not months 
later, as now. 
Very simply, here’s what 
happens: 
Say a man’s state income tax 
is $100. This year he pays it in 
one lump sum in April, as 
always. 
TTiat’s his tax on 
income earned in 1969. 
Withholding begins next Jan­ 
uary. Throughout the year his 
employer 
withholds 
$100. 
That’s the tax on Income earn­ 
ed in 1971. 
But he still owes tax on 
Income earned In 1970, Reagan 
proposed “ forgiving” about 40 
per cent of this. However, the 
man still has to pay the other 
60 per cent. That means in 
April 1971 he pays a $60 tax on 
income earned in 1970. 
So for the entire year, his 
income tax payments total up 
to $160 — $100 for income 
earned in 1971 and $60 for 
Income earned in 1970. 
If it were not for withholding, 
he would have made the one 
lump sum payment of $100 In 
April 1971 -4be same as this 
year. That would have been his 
tax on 1970 Income. His tax on 
1971 income would not have 
been paid until April 1972. 


Also, 
under 
the 
present 
system he would have to pay 
tbe full $100 tax o n his previous 
year’s income. Under withhold­ 
ing $40 would be “ forgiven.” 
So what it boils down to Is 
this; Under withholding the 
citizen swaps a 60 per cent 
added payment now for the 
elimination of a 100 per cent 
payment when he retires or 
dies. 
Why doesn’t the state “ for­ 
give” 'all 100 per cent of the 
previous year’s tax so the man 
doesn’t have to pay anything 
extra that first year? 
It can’t because it would lose 
money. The state needs that $60 
payment to finance government 
for the full July-June fiscal 
year. 
Withholding, w h i c h 
doesn’t begin until January, 
finances dnly half the fiscal 
year. 
Although citizens would have 
to pay an additional W per cent 
income tax during the first 
year of withholding, they would 
receive substantial property tax 
relief to counterbalance it. 
Under Reagan’s plan, the $100 
taxpayer’s total bill for all state 
taxes would be reduced by 
around $70. The state Francise 
Tax Board 
figures a $100 
taxpayer Is a man with a wife 
and two children who earns a 
gross $11,000. 
If you’re one of the 386,000 
higher 
Income 
Californians 
required to make an October 
pre-payment on state Income 
taxes, the added 60 per cent 
levy won’t apply. You already 
were hit for most of the tax 
speediQ) when the pre-payment 
system went into effect in 1967.

Senate study reveals health insurance program increased medical costs 


Jet planes which can make use 
of theSantaYnez County Airport 
can’t be barred from operating 
there, a county official claims. 
Various valley citizens have 
started a clamor of protest 
claiming the jets will consti­ 
tute a noise and pollution nui­ 
sance. 
# Assistant 
Public 
Works 
director Paul Price explained a 
jet fuel tank installed at the air­ 
port comes under the county’s 
fixed base operating agreement 
with operator Bill Luke. 
Luke “ is obligated to pro­ 
vide service” to planes which 
can make use of the airport, 
declared Price. Such services 
includes jet fuel for jet planes 
which come within weight lim­ 
its and can take off and land on 
the 2800-foot runway, he added. 
Protests have now been for­ 
warded to Third District Sup­ 
ervisor Daniel Grant, whose 
district encompasses the Santa 
Ynez Valley as well as Goleta 
Valley. Officers of Janin Prop­ 
erty Owners Assn. have told 
Grant they were assured the 
county would not allow changes 
in the existing operation without 
public notice and hearing. 
Executive - type jets such as 
one owned by Fletcher Jones, of 
Westerly Stud Farm, are plan­ 
ning to be a regular customer 
of the airfield. In fact, the 
County Airport Committee has 
approved construction of a hang­ 
ar building for the Jones jet 
which will be built by the stud 
farm 
and eventually become 
county property. Estimates on 
cost of the hangar range from 
$60,000 on up. 
4t is Price’s feeling that the 
county did not have to approve 


the jet fuel tank, in view of the 
county agreement with Luke, 
and the obligation of Luke to fur­ 
nish fuel and other services. 
While the County Aviation 
Committee, 
which includes 
County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson and other 
former fliers, meets to consid­ 
er problems at the Santa Ynez 
and Lompoc county airports, it 
is the public works department 
which has operational super­ 
vision of them. 
Price said the 2,800 foot long 
runwav ic 75 feet wide and has 
a load limit of 17,000. The Lear- 
type executive jets weigh sev­ 
eral thousand pounds under this 
limit, it was shown. The pilot 
of the Jones jet is experienced 
with Lear jet operations. 
“ It’s a pilot’s decision to 
use the field,” declared Price. 
“ If he tears up the runway, 
he’ll have to pay for it.” 


Meanwhile, the objections — 
which had started several year? 
ago when first news of the 
Fletcher Jones jet and othef 
ranchers’ jets came to light — 
are gathering steam now that the 
reported 10,000 gallon jet fuel 
tank is installed, and the jet 
hangar is approved. 
Janin Property Owners Assn. 
say that the Janin residential de­ 
velopment lies under the take­ 
off flight path. So do the Santa 
Ynez Valley High School and a 
20-unit motel. 
The “ jet set” also comes in 
for some criticism from Alford 
R. Smith, of the Skyline Park 
area of the valley. He warned 
that there will now be “ odious 
jet blasts day and night over 
the peaceful valley.

critical of the fees doctors 
collect for treating Medicare 
patients, says the government’s 
health Insurance program has 
driven up medical costs for all 
Americans. 


Its chief proposal for over­ 
coming the problem -a fixed 
schedule of fees participating 
doctors can receive for the 
Medicare practice -struck a 
sensitive nerve. The medical 


profession has always opposed 
government-set fees. 
But 
the 323-page 
report, 
issued by the Senate Finance 
Committee Sunday after 
18 
months study, says only drastic 
reform and higher taxes can 
save the hospital insurance 
trust fund from bankruptcy. 
In addition to overcharges by 
doctors, 
it 
attacks 
sloppy 
management 
by 
the 
Social 
Security 
administration 
and 
“ erratic, 
inefficient, costly” 
performance by state insurance 


carriers, in most cases Blue 
Shield agencies, which have 
served as middleman between 
doctors and the government. 
The report says doctors have 
been receiving fees three or 
four times larger from Medi­ 
care than they are permitted to 
charge for the same services 
under Blue Shield or Blue 
Cross. 
It says 
“ at 
least” 5,000 
doctors 
received $25,000 in 
Medicare and Medicaid fees in 
1968, and 18 received more than 


$150,000 and one New York 
practitioner received a total of

Robert H. Finch, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
has announced a hike in that 
charge to $5.30 effective July 1.

freeway agreement changes last 
August after earlier endorse­ 
ment of the pact in January, 
1968.

in January, 1968 also. 
Gregory told the board today 
that details as to grade sep­ 
aration structures, grading, and 
other construction matters have 
been reviewed with the coun­ 
ty’s

casions.’’ Semi-complete con­ 
tract planes have been forward­ 
ed to County Road Commission­ 
er Leland Steward and County 
Planning

Divelbiss, he said. 
The wide swath to be cut by

NEW Y O R K - ( N E A ) - T h e 
way Spencer Haywood sees 
it, to be y o u n g and black 
and playing college basket­ 
ball can be a frustrating pre­ 
dicament 
The s h o w c a s e 
doesn’t match the show. It is 
equivalent to displaying the 
Hope D ia m o n d , say, at a 
jewelry c o u n t e r at Wool- 
worth’s 


He contends that 
many 
black players are too accom­ 
plished to be languishing in 
college surroundings. They 
should, instead, be playing 
pro ball, earning the money 
and acquiring the appropri­ 
ate 
acclaim. 
Many 
black 
players, he says, are aware 
of this and consider college 
ball a waste of time 
But 
there is little they can do 
about it, except challenge 
the rule that prevents them 
from turning pro until their 
college classes graduate. 


The result, according to 
Spencer Haywood, 
is lost 
time and money and incen­ 
tive to black players who are 
good enough to turn pro, but 
can’t. 


In my own case, playing 
college ball was a wasted 
year, * he says. “ I didn’t en­ 
joy playing 
the 
game, 
1 
didn’t like the rules and I 
didn’t like filling up gyms 
for 
p e o p le 
and 
getting 
nothing 
out 
of it. 
There 
comes a time when you have 
to think about yourself. I 
knew I was good enough to 
play pro ball and, before the 
season was half over last 
year, my mind was made 


up. 1 wasn’t going to waste 
two more years.” 


Haywood left the Univer­ 
sity of Detroit last summer 
after his sophomore year 
and signed a $200,000 con­ 
tract with the Denver Rock­ 
ets of the ABA. The league 
said his circumstances were 
extenuating, that he was a 
hardship case and that he 
needed the money to help 
support his family. Detroit, 
supported by the NCAA, pro­ 
tested the move, but to no 
avail. Even if it had suc­ 
ceeded in preventing him, 
from turning pro. Spencer 
Haywood would not have re­ 
turned for his junior and 
senior seasons 
“ What 
happened 
to 
me 
last year has been happening 
to black players for years.’ 
he says, “ The college gets a 
good black player or two and 
all it thinks about is winning 
teams and packed gyms ana 
money flowing in from all 
sides. Nobody thinks about 
the player himself, Heck, 
when the season ended last 
year, I had trouble getting 
seconds in the school cafe­ 
teria. Imagine what would 
have happened if 1 broke a 
leg and couldn’t play any 
m o r e . 
That 
scholarship 
would have been gone, real 
quick. 
“ There were a lot of prob­ 
lems at Detroit last year. We 
won our first eight games, 
then the coach started play­ 
ing his own son and a lot of 
guys didn’t think he was 
good enough to be playing so 
much, and the whole club 
fell apart. We started losing 
to teams we should have run 
out of the gym I knew 1 had 
to get out. It was agony. 1 
kept asking myself, 
What 
am I getting out of all this? 
The school is making a lot 
ol money, but why shouldn’t 
I be making some?’ ” 


(If a young, black player 
in a similar situation came 
to 
Spencer 
Haywood 
and

asked for Ins advice, Spen- 
cer would tell him to follow 
the same course he did.) 
“ Take a kid like Ralph 
Simpson, for instance Now 
Ralph and 1 played on the 
same high school team in 
Detroit. We were unbeaten

Ralph is a great 
player He should be in the 
pros right now, he’s that 
good. But where is he? Up 
at Michigan State, packing 
in crowds for them But who 
outside of Michigan knows 
anything about Ralph Simp­ 
son?

What the game needs is

This year, still on the trail, Martin hasn’t even got past 
any of the qualifying rounds to sneak into the money. 
But he hasn’t gone entirely unnoticed. This past fail, a 
lissome young thing showed up at the New York offices 
of the PGA on E. 42nd Street to perk up a drab afternoon 
•‘Where,” she wanted to know, “ is Martin Roesink? I ’d 
like to get in touch with him.” 
All the world doesn’t love a winner.

By DELOS SMITH 
UPI Science Editor 
NEW YORK (UPI)—There is 
a scientific argument that you 
can distinguish the fat from the 
thin 
among 
women 
(and 
presumably among men, too) 
by 
their 
speech alone. 
Fat 
women sprinkle their speech 
with more negators and re tr a o 
tors. They use m ore expres­ 
sions of feeling while making 
fewer nonpersonal references. 
The argument belong to Drs. 
Walter 
Weintraub 
and 
H. 
Aronson, 
pioneers 
in 
the 
technique of “ verbal behavior 
analysis.” Its basic tool is the 
tape recorder. They reported 
only on women because they 
had tested only women. 
Each 
woman 
was 
seated 
before 
a 
microphone 
and 
invited to talk for 10 minutes on 
any 
subject 
which came to 
mind. There were 18 in varying 
states of overweight from the 
moderate to the extrem e and 23 
of normal weight. All were in 
reasonably good health physi­ 
cally and mentally. 
Any negative, such as not, no, 
nothing, never, is a negator. A 
statement 
which retracts 
a 
previous statement is a retrac­ 
tor, such as “ John has been 
involved in some shady deals. 
Of course, he is 
really an 
honest person.” 
Weintraub and Aronson inter­ 
preted the high negator score of 
the fat to mean they used the 
unconscious psychological me­ 
chanisms of denial and negation 
to defend their obesity. Their 
high retractor score meant to 
the scientists “ the frequent use 
of the defense of undoing.“ 
Infrequent use of nonpersonal 
references 
indicates 
“ self- 
preoccupation, and indeed our 
group 
of 
overeaters 
spoke 
prim arily about themselves and 
their immediate families.“ As 
for expressions of feeling, it 
should be “ no great surprise 
that 
individuals 
preoccupied 
with concrete, personal prob- 
lem s” are prone to use them. 
The verbal behavior of their 
‘overeaters’ resembled that of 
the depressed an d the impulsive 
persons whom they had tested 
previously in Weintraub’s lab- 
oratory at the University of 
Maryland in Baltimore, they 
reported in a journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
“ That the verbal pattern of 
obses patients should strongly 
resemble 
that 
of impulsive 
individuals is not surprising 
when one considers they many 
sim ilarities in the nonverbal 


behavior of the two groups,“ 
they said. 
They 
had 
in 
mind 
the 
impulsive eating patterns com­ 
mon 
among the obese. And 
many scientific investigators 
have 
“ linked 
obesity 
with 
depression,“ 
they 
said. “ In 
certain cases overeating ena- 
bles depression - prone indivi­ 
duals to ward off feelings of 
despondency.“

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Rising births 


One thing the country obviously can do very well without 
is another major national problem. But some social experts 
in and out of government think they see a new one in the making 
in the birth rate. 
This had been dropping steadily throughout the decades 
since World War II, in part a natural consequence, it was 
often assumed, of increasing education and spreading afflu­ 
ence — it being almost an article of faith by now that well- 
educated, higher - income families are statistically smaller. 
In 1950, the rate was 24.1 live births per 1,000 population; 
in 1960, 23.7, and by 1968, 17.4 an all-time low. 
Last year, however, me rate turned upward. Only slightly, 
to 17.6, but enough to give demographers food for worried 
thought. They think the slight jump is no fluke but a sign of a 
beginning trend. What with increasing numbers of women 
(products of the postwar baby boom) reaching child-bearing 
age and a roughly stable death rate, the result is obviously 
more people — many more than the population increases pre­ 
viously project on the lower birth rates thatalredy had social 
scientists and planners uneasy about the quality of American 
life for the many more Americans a few decades hence. 
In a fully developed society, poinilation experts see a stable 
population, with a growth rate of zero or something close to 
it, as preferable. Dr. Lee A. DuBridge, President Nixon’s sc i­ 
ence adviser, recently suggested this country ought to con­ 
sider such a goal. 
This means births should а!юи1 equal deaths — 9.6 per

thousand in the United States currently, a bit more than half 
the birth rate. Worked out another way, it would mean in the 
present American population about 2.13 children per family. 
But that does not take into account the preferences of the 
generally well - educated, reasonably affluent American woman 
who, surveys show, plans for an average three children per 
family. The excess .87 child promises to add up rapidly to 
tens of millions more Americans. 
The President recognized the problem with his population 
message to Congress last July. But so far there is only de­ 
bate, not decisions, on what to do. And the problem is not sim ­ 
ply one of what to do with more people but has ramifications 
in other areas. 
For years, spreading affluence has been a recognized na­ 
tional goal. Now that taking better care of our environment 
has also reached that status, they appear to be working at cross 
purposes. For wasting of resources and pollution appear to 
have a direct relation with a people’s wealth. Dr. Jean May­ 
er, a presidential consultant, has pointed out that the affluent 
occupy more space, consume more and produce more waste 
so that “ it is even more urgent to control the numbers of 
the 
rich than it 
is to control the numbers of the poor.” 
It isn’t, of course, the first time that we have found our­ 
selves at cross and possibly destructive purposes. Man has 
been studying himself for a long time, but he is still far from 
understanding, let alone predicting, the consequences of his own 
actions.
